staged a march In downtown Sud- 
bury on October I , to protest the 
Americans' prcvosed nuclear bomb 
test on Amchltka , off the coast 
ol British Colombia In the Aleutians. 
This was In accordance with a na- 
tional day of protest Jnunlversl- 



tles across Canada due to possible 
dangers from earthquakes, tidal 
waves, and radio-active fallout. 

The demonstrators met In 
the V.I.P. square at n:30 a.m. 
and headed off to conscript follow- 
ers from the local high schools. 
At Sudbury High School, the prin- 
cloal. Mr. Costlgan, ordered the 



students off 'his' property and re- 
fused to allow his students to 
join. Cambrian College promised 
more protestors it the march 
were held after four o'clock. 

Later In the day, after amass- 
ing some fifty to sixty students 
the contingent left Cambrian Col- 
lege and headed towards Sim Street. , 



The march went up Durham Street 
to Memorial Park and returned to 
Cambrian College where they dis- 
persed. ' 

Only one Incident was en- 
countered, when two policemen de- 
manded a parade permit. The pro- 
testors merely Ignored them. 
On their way back, the march- 



ers stopped at the local cop-shop 
to thank the police for their 'co- 
operatloo'. 

The demonstration brought the 
issue to the attention of hundreds 
of downtown shoppers and motor- 
ists. 



P.S.A. Strike First in Cwiada 



riURNABY, B.C. <CUP)""Over 100 
people packed into Simon Fraser U- 
niversity's largest lecture theatre 
on September 24 asSFU administra- 
tion president Kumeth Strand has 
forced a strike by the students and 
faculty of the University's depart- 
ment of political science, sociology 
and anthropology. 

Hundreds more tried to get Into 
the first afternoon of theteach-incm 
democracy In the university which 
was forced Indoors by rain today. 
The teach-in Is scheduled to run for 
the duration of the FSAstrlke. 

The strike became inevitable to- 
day when strand failed to meet the 
12:30 deadline on the PSA demand 
fornegotlatlons. Insteadhelssueda 
letter condemning the strike pr<90- 
sal and the planned teach-in on de- 
mocracy In the university. 



The strike and teach-In were cal- 
led for by a meetlngofaoo members 
of the PSA department monday (Sep- 
tember 22) to begin immediately it 
Strand did not agree to negotiate on 
a three-point peace plan suggested 
by the Canadian Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers. 

Strand did not ^eak to the CAUT 
proposal. He called the 'strike' co- 
ercive and declared the teach-in 
should be voluntary, not depriving 
students of "expected normal ins- 
truction". 

He warned that faculty.or other tea- 
chers who "did not teach...or other- 
wise withdraw their servlces,..vlo- 
late their contract of employment 
with the university— a m^ter of se- 
rious consequence." 

"The university will not tolerate 
qny type at Intimidation, coercion or 



violence," Strand said In a letter. 

Strand has drawn the battle lines 
(») what looks to be a long struggle 
at the west coast campus. 

The history department at SFU 
has already voted support for the 
PSA department In their stntg^e 
against thelmposltionofan adminis- 
trative trusteeship over the depart- 
ment and against the firing, demotion 
and probation of 11 faculty in PSA. 

Other departments at the univer- 
sity are also reported to t>o consi- 
dering lending their support. 

But the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers, whose tast- 
mlnute intervention Monday delayed 
the strike deadline until noon today, 
has warned PSAthat use of the stri- 
ke might cause thenationol lobby for 
academics to withdraw any support 
from the faculty..

At Its meeting on September 16 
the Commlllce of Presidents ot U- 
nlverslUes of Ontario developed a 
worklnK paper on Order on the Cam- 
pus, TMs document was received 
and circulated for consideration tiy 
ttio various universities In Ontario, 
The unlversllies are being Invited 
to use the document ss a working 
paper for the development on each 
campus of an appropriate statement 
of poUcy regarding the handling of 
Incidents of violence ortheobstruc- 
tlon of the universities' processes. 
It Is expected that individual univer- 
sities through their senates will 
wish to Involve faculty* students and 
administration In the formulation of 
a policy to apply to their Institution, 
TfieCommlUeeot Presidents com- 
prises the presidents ofthe fourteen 
provincially assisted universities in 
Ontario* Each president is accom- 
panied by an academic colleaguOtU- 
sualty chosen by tlio senate of the u-^ 
nlverslty. The academic colleagues 
participated futly in the development 
of the working paper.

Recent years have witnessed a 
mounting wave of demonstrations^ 
confrontations and vioknco In North 
American universities, Increasln- 
gly, Ihose dlsturt)ances have lieen 
charactorluHl by extremism and 
violence^ confusion and division on 
the part of faculty, (reciyent tacit 
or vocal endorsement of radical stu* 
itents t)y some faculty moml»erS| a 
wide rango of responses liy univer- 
sity aitmlntstrators(aUthe way from 
condoning or forgiving extremist bo- 
ttavlour to prompt reliance on the 
police), demands for amnesty In the 
aftermath of violence, and a growing 



disaffection and rage directed at the 
universities by the putillc andlegis-^ 
lators. 

There can tie no doubt that violence 
constitutes a serious danger to the 
survival of the universities as pla- 
ces of teaching^ research and scho- 
larship* These ftinctlons at the high- 
est level can only be performed in 
an environment free from coercion. 
By accepting membership In the uni- 
versity community an Individual ac- 
quires new responsibilities* Asoti- 
served by the Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences at Harvard, these respon- 
sibilities "require Idm to see how 
easily an academic community can 
bo violated, knowingly or unknowin- 
gly- whether by actual violence or by 
lack of responsiveness ia widely 
perceived needs for change; whether 
by Impatience or by Insensltlvlty; 
or by failure In a process of deci- 
sion to make sufficient effort to con*- 
suit ttiose wtio have to live with the 
results of ttie decision." 

In Ontario the focus of protest has 
tieon on the governance of universi- 
ties afid on the programmes and cur- 
ricula. Much but not all of the pro- 
test has been exercised fairly and lo- 
eltimately and the universities have 
shown their willingness and ability to 
be responsive to ttie need for re- 
forms. 

The universities In Ontario will 
continue to t>e responsive to student 
concerns and opportunities for Im- 
proving the ways In which they per- 
form. The faculty, administration 
and governing t»odles are prepared 
to discuss with Itie students the me- 
rits of pro{)osa]s on any Issues Inan 
atmosphere nf mutual respects They 
win continue to make changes where 
discussion and examination demons- 
tralu of>portuulties for improve- 
ment. However, theunlversltles win 
not carry on dlscut^lons or make 
changes In the face of threat or o- 



ther forms ot coercion* The unlimi- 
ted range of Ideas essential to the 
university function cannot exist In 
the presence of coercion and he who 
Interferes with free discussion and 
exorcise of the rule of reason exhi- 
bits behaviour unfit for the academic 
community. 

Illegltlmatedlsturbances within the 
universities fall Into two classes - 
those whlchobstructtho normal pro- 
cesses by which the uol versify car-^ 
rles out Its academic hmctlons and 
those which* whatever their other 
characteristics. Invoke violence or 
the throat of violence. 

Illegitimate and unacceptable ac- 
tivities, as listed by Harvard, Inclu- 
de the following: 

(a) violence against any member 
or guest ot the university communis 

ty; 

(b) deliberate Interference with a- 
cademlc freedom and freedom of 
speech (including not only disruption 
of a class but also Interference with 
the freeilom of any speaker properly 
invited by any section of the univer- 
sity community to express his views) 

(c) theft or wllhil destruction of u- 
nlversity property or ot the property 
of members of the university; 

1(d) forcible interference with the 
freedom of movement of any mem-- 
bor or guest of the university; 
and in (;eneral 

(e) obstnictlon of the normal pro- 
cesses and acllvlUesessbntlaltothe 
functions of the university communl- 

It is possible to tiavepeactihit de-^ 
monstrations to drawatlentlonlois<- 
siies without interfering with ttie a- 
cademlc processes of the university 
and such demonstrations are entire- 
ly legitimate. Tlie university, while 
anxious to acdommodate legitimate 
dissent, Is not prepared to tolerate 
dissent or demonstration which in- 
volves any oftheabove^llstod lUe- 



glUmate acdvlUes* The university 
therefore will consider all of the ac- 
.^vUles listed above 
a? cause for immediate suspension. 
JVhen a disturbance occurs, discipli- 
nary action will be Implemented as 

follows: 

1. All students, faculty and em- 
ployees of the university will be re- 
quired to Identify themselves to any 
officer of the university on retpiest. 
Falluro to comply will be interpre- 
ted as evidence that the person is 
not a student, faculty member or 

employee. 

2, The President wtlhave availa- 
ble to him an appropriate standing 
committee of Baculty members and 
students chosen by the Senate of the 
university. The President will be 
empowertHl to call this committee 
Into session without notice In the e- 
venl of disturbances occurlng In the 
university- The committee will be 
asked In any such case to rule first 
whether the disturbance Involves vi- 
olence or threat of violence. The 
committee, in theevent that violence 
is not Involved, will be asked to rule 
whether the disbirtmnce constitutes 
an ohstrucUoa to the university's 
processes. 

3. It tite ruling is that the univer- 
sity's processes are being obstruc- 
ted, the President will be required 
to warn or have warned all those In- 
volved* 

4, If the obstructive behaviour Is 
not promptly discontinued, the per- 
sons will be advised ttiat they have 
t»eea suspended. 

5. If, after su^i^ension, the obstruct 
tlve behaviour is not discontinued, 
the police will be brought in* 

0, If the ruling Is that the distur- 
bance Involves violence or the threat 
of violence, ttie President will be re- 
quired to suspettd the per son or per- 
sons aiul call ttie police. Cases of 
violence are beyond the capacity ot 



the university to deal with alone, vt. 
olent action Is unnatural to the uni- 
versity and yet the only response by 
which violence can be contained is 
the eierclse of counter-violence. 
The university recognizes that in 
.such circumstances there is no ac* 
ceptable alternative to eoUsting the 
police for the protectloQ of the aca- 
demic community. When the police 
have been called In and when char- 
ges have beee laid by cMl authori- 
ties, the university will not interve- 
ne. It should be ooted that the poli- 
ce may on their own initiative come 
on campus It there is clear and pre- 
sent danger to Ufe or property^ 

7, In the case ot grave emergency 
involving the safety of individuals or 
immediate danger to property, the 
President can call the police before 
calling into session the special stan- 
ding committee. 

B, Following suspension, the sus- 
pended person or persons will be 
charged before the university's pro- 
perly constihited disciplinary autho- 
rity (regardless of any action taken 
by civil authoriUesX They will be 
accused of wUfti) obstruction ot the 
university's processes or violence, 
or both, and If fbund guilty will be 
Uable to expulsion, or dismissal. 

The university recognises that the- 
se procedures are distasteful and 
that the penalty for offences Is seve- 
re. It fervently hopes that It will not 
find it necessary to Invoke these 
sanctions* At the same time, theu- 
ntverslty Is adopting this positlwi 
because it Is convinced that the ve- 
ry existence ot the university Is at 
stake. Expulsion or dismissal Is the 
only appropriate penalty for those 
who would challenge the university's 
right to carry oit Its affUrs through 
orderly and peaceful discussion and 
Us right and responsibility to be a 
house ot Intellect.
